THE ARROGANT 9% 

THE RACIST political mob which has plagued the 
South since May 17, 1954, with incitements and even 
bullets, has now issued an arrogant dare to the nation itself. 

Spurred on by the Dixiecrats, 96 Southern Congress- 
men have announced a fight to the finish against all ef- 
forts to comply with the law of the land on desegregation 
as interpreted by the U. S. Supreme Court. 

They claim they will wage this fight only by “lawful 
means. But the “lawful means” pursued by the racists 
since 1954 have produced murders, assaults and riots. The 
declaration of the 96 Congressmen, regardless of how it 
“pase to oppose violence, will actually increase violence 

y emboldening the local authorities and the mob. 
This is the Dixiecrat attempt to roll back the demo- 
cratic tide rising behind the movement to enforce 
the Supreme Court’s rulings. These racists do not want 
“moderation” or “gradualism” or even reasonableness” in 
approaching the desegregation issue. They want nothing 
less than the perpetuation of the “lawful means” by which 
they have ignored the 13th, 14th and 15th Amendments. 

The Supreme Court has said that the lawlessness which 
obtained in those states since Reconstruction days can no 
longer be practiced under color of law. Where then is the 
“lawful means” to perpetuate illegal practices? 3 
If Sen. James O. Eastland, the father of this modern 
secession movement, has been able to achieve this success 
for subversion, it is because the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, in the first place, has played hands-off. Herbert 
Brownell, the U. S. Attorney General, has permitted the 
impression to prevail that the desegregation fight was an 
internal Democratic affair, or a fight between the two “ex- 
tremes —the NAACP and the White Citizens Councils. 

The Democrats, for their part, have refused to chal- 
lenge the subversion of Eastland, and elevated him to 
the second most powerful post in the U. S$. Senate. Demo- 
cratic leaders hoped—and still hope—for “party unity,’ that 
the coming convention will contain the Dixiecrats, the 
Negro people and the labor movement. 

Sen. Lyndon Johnson, the Senate Majority Leader, 
did not sign the Dixiecrat racist declaration, but.he is not 
opposing it. In fact, he is responsible, now and in the past, 
for paralyzing Democratic opposition to the Eastland 
movement in the hope that he will be able to use Dixie- 
crat power to dictate the next Democratic Presidential can- 
didate. 

Sen. Estes Kefauver, of Tennessee, in refusing to sign 
the racist document, spoke for the southern masses who 
recognize the law of the land and intend to obey it. 

The 96 Congressmen haye borrowed heavily from 
the secessionist documents of 1860 in drafting their a 
tion. Their arrogant attempt to intimidate Congress and the 
nation has not met with a resolute determination to en- 
force the Constitution and federal law everywhere in the 
United States. Let Congress pass civil rights laws. Compel 
-Brownell to enforce the right to vote for southern Negroes! 
‘Push the Justice Department into actions to enforce the 
Supreme Court's desegregation decisions. Oust Eastland 
from the U. S. Senate. End the retreat before the Dixie- 
crat minority in Congress and the country at large. 


KEFAUVER’S PROPOSAL 


SENATOR KEFAUVER has asked President Eisen- 
hower to propose to the Soviet Union that both countries 
join. in reducing military spending by 15 percent. 

American workers and low income families generally 
will applaud this and Kefauver’s idea that the governments 
savings from an arms budget cut be used in part for tax 
cuts for “the little fellow” and in part to create a UN-ad- 
ministered fund, contributed to by both the U.S. and the 
USSR, to aid under-developed areas. 

This sensible suggestion will appeal to a great many 
Americans who, it is to be hoped, will add their voices 
te Kefauvers in urging this step upon the White House. 

At a moment when tension and the possibility of ‘lim- 
ited’ war runs high in the Middle East and elsewhere, it 
would be particularly significant if the world’s two great- 


est powers could demonstrate readiness and ability to ne-_ 


gotiate on even partial limitations to the armaments race. 

Such a step as Kefauver proposes to Eisenhower would 
be a concrete advance over the President’s recent letter 
to Soviet Premier Bulganin. | '

san spirit,” it will not escape public attention that it came 
from an aspirant for the Democratic nomination. |

AFTER FOUR YEARS of re- 


lative “peace and quiet” on the 


civil rights issue, Congress last — 
week had its collective ear bent — 
on the matter of getting on with — 
the work of equality for all. 


There were only 2,000 delegates 
—with a fraction of those who 
would have come had there been 
8 82 SERENE and a lifting of 
organizational restriction — but 
they represented millions, In fact, 
one of the leaders pointed. out 
that the membership of the 51 
sponsors of the National Assem- 
bly for Civil Rights represented 
a majority of the nation’s citi- 
zens. The claim is not exag- 
gerated when one considers the 
totalemembership of the united 
labor movement (15,000,000), 
the principal Protestant, Jewish 
and Catholic church groups, Ne- 
gro fraternal and civic organiza- 
tion and many others. There- 
fore, the Assembly delegates 
were listened to by most Con- 
gressmen and tactfully evaded 
by those who didn’t want. to be 
recorded against (or for) civil 
rights. 

Even though the eight-point 
program of the Assembly was 
substantially the same as that 
resented in 1952, everyone 

ew thaty its spirit was en- 
hanced by the events which had 
cicamnined since the May 17, 
1954, desegregation decision of 
the Supreme Court. The ‘assem- 
bly carried the program for an 
FEPC, an anti-lynching bill, for 
legislation; for the protection of 
the right to vote—a program 
pitched to a coalition of which 
the NAACP, some CIO unions 
and the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action constituted the 
left-wing. 

But in most delegates minds 
was the succession of James O. 
Eastland, the national leader of 
the Dixiecrat movement of de- 
fiance and hatred, to the chair- 
manship of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. And there were 
pressures for delegations to visit 
U. S. Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell and President Eisen- 
hower. These pressures were 
generated mainly by NAACP, 
ADA and trade union delegates, 
but not to the point of forcing 
the issue and thereby endanger- 
ing the coalition. 

There were bound to be many 
gripes in a conference where 
such a large portion of the del-

egates felt frustrated—and gripe _ legislate.

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BERLIN: ‘Theodore Dreiser’s Novels’ is the title of a small 
book published in East Germany on the tenth anniversary of 
Dreiser's death. Many of Dreiser's novels have been translated and 
published in East Germany in big editions since 1945. ... Bertolt 
Brecht, 57-year-old author of the Three Penny Opera addressed 
the dramatists section of the recent German Writers Congress.

THERE IS ALSO the case o! Miss Autherine Lucy. I learned 
that when she was expelled, “communism won a mighty victory.” 
The New York Times feels that recent incidents in Montgomery, 
Alabama, “play directly into the hands of the Communists.” As 
far as the struggle against segregation is concerned, one gathers 
from reading the press that it is not the needs and aspirations of 
the Negro people that must be taken into account, but the “am- 
munition” which segregation gives to “international communism.” 

No one in a high place has been foolish enough to suggest 
that we might use some of our vast stocks of surplus food to feed 
people simply because they were lungry. We have allowed thou- 
sands of Haitians to die of starvation on our own doorstep, while 
we plan to ship food to this area or that of the world to “halt the 
march of communism,” and as “a counter-blow to Communist 
propaganda and aid.” i 

All hell is poised to break loose in the Middle East, but many 
leading Zionists scream of the “Communist menace’ that Israel 
faces, and plead for arms and intervention to “save the Middle 
East from communism,” instead of speaking out for the right of 
the Jewish people-to live and work in peace. On the other hand, 
in Algeria the French colonialists are pleading for the United — 
States to step in and save Morocco from communism. Still others, 
spinning the same Moroccan coin, desire the French to give self 
rule to the Moroccans, not because they are entitled to it, but to 
“cut the ground from under comrunism.” 
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WELL, HOW CRAZY you can get is debatable, and cer- 
tainly we have seen a record or two. established in our own time. 
Communism wins victories because it stands for the best and most 
basic needs of the great mass of the people, as a little common 
sense would show. It is of public record that Communists have 
fought for better schools for three decades. If they did this be- 
cause they wanted bad schools and because better schools would 
deal them a death blow, then they are peculiar people indeed— 
unique in that they spend their lives struggling for that which 
would destroy them. 

The record of the Communists in the struggle for Negro 
rights and against segregation for the past 35 years in America is 
unmatched. Many Communists have laid down their lives in this 
cause, all have fought in it, and the FBI does honor to the Com- 
munist Party, U.S.A., by considering equalitarian attitudes by 
whites toward Negroes as ipso facto proof of Communist Party 
membership. Since the Communists “fought from the time of their 
existence in America for a Supreme Court ruling against segrega- 
tion, the American people are now: told that the ruling “struck a . 
mortal blow to communism.” (Which can apparently survive a 
large number of mortal blows.) After the Supreme Court decision 
was made known, hailed by the Communists, the same Commu- 
nists engaged in a campaign for its implementation, and now the 
press informs us that.every step toward implementation is a “blow .
